Instarting your 
bed set only strong, vigorous root cuts which 
have grown rapidly under high culture. My 
Rhubarb is the Early Mammoth Linnaeus, 
highly colored, crisp and tender throughout 
the season. Earliest on the market. Single 
stalks often weigh over a pound, and 20 to 22 
pounds to the hill. 


My bed of ten acres is set from vigorous, 
healthy root-cuts of my own raising.
